before the ink was dry on a tax 
boost estimated to bring in 4.70C 
00,000 a 'year the house ways and 
means committee today began to 
•chart procedures for a second meas 
ure. It will include a multi-billion 
dollar exces profits tax. 


By overwhelming votes congress 


yesterday passed and sent to Fresd 
ident Truman the first bill that 
calls on almost every American to 
help pay for the rearmament pro- 
gram. 
President T r u m a n has told 


friends he s pleased with the bill 
and he is expected to sign it quick- 
ly. 
It means that just a week from 
tomorrow the government will be- 
gin taking one fifth more taxes af- 
ter personal exemptionsn out of al! 
working people's pay. The more 
than 5,000,000 individual taxpay- 
ers will contribute almost $3,000, 
000,000 additional a year beginning 
Oct. 
Taxes 
on individuals 
are in 


creased 2 per cent . 


Corporations wili pay an esti- 


mated $1,000,000,000 a year more 
Their top tax on income is boosted 
from 3 percent to 5 percent. 
The higher rates are retroactive to 
one-half of 1950 income. The 
bill 


gathers more millions by plugging 
loopholes and other tax law changes 


The senate late yesterday shout- 


ed final approval of the measure. 
Not one dissent was heard on the 
voice vote. The house earlier in 
the day passed it on a whopping 
328 to 0 rolcall vote. 
Just before the final votes were 
taken, the tax-drafting ways and 
means committee called a meeting 
for today to plan its action on the 
second bill. It

after the November elections. 


This second bill will propose an 


excess profits tax intended by its 
sponsors to eliminate war profi;- 
eering.

Korea —(/P)— Is was night 
and 


the clean, neat stars looked down 
on a bit of the earth darkened by 
blood stains and loud with growl- 
ing guns. 


The captain was one of 
thou- 


sands of American soldiers here 
who look forward more eagerly to 
mail from Japan than from 
the 


United States. He explained: 


"She is the 
widow of a Japa- 


nese naval officer and I hired her 
as my housekeeper. Hell, I had no 
idea of starting an affair like so 
many .of our kids over here do. 


"I am a bachelor and getting 


on toward middle age. And I had 
been over here a long time with 
the army. Somehow or other I 
just gradually fell in 
love 
with 


this widow. Just why I don't know. 


"Maybe it's because she tried 


so hard to please me. I don't have 
any family left 
and I 
guess 
I 


really didn't have 
anyone 
who 


cared whether I lived 
or died. 


She made me feel i m p o r t a nt 
again." 


A flare suddenly split the dark- 


ness with dazzling light that hid 
the stars. And then the f l a r e 
paled and died — almost with a 
sigh. The stars were serene again. 


"Her family didn't trust me at 


first," the captain said. "But aft- 
er a while I won them over. 


"You 
know when I was back in 


my office in Yokohama she used 
to call me every 
afternoon 
and 


ask wha 1 would like for dinner. 
And no mater what I asked for, 
she had it ready whem 
I got 


home. And she met me at the door 
with rny slippers in 
her 
hand. 


And she had flowers all over the 
place." 
The captain has a small farm back 
in Michigan," he said. "And when 
this is over I am going to marry 
her and take her home. I don't 
care what obstacles are 
in the 


way. And I'm not worried about 
what they neighbors will say. I 


think they'll like her, as a matter 
of fact. 


"She is the only one 
in 
my 


whole live who has given me any 
real happiness." 


A few days later I met an air 


force sergeant who was consid 
erably less idealistic about his ro- 
mance than the captain. He had 
fahered an illegimate 
son 
and 


didn't quite know what to 
about the Japanese mother. 
do 
. 


"My boy is two years old and 


real cute,' he said. "I'd like to 
take him home with me but his 
old lady would raise a squawk 
unless I took her along too 


"Maybe I will, at that'. She's 


a good gal. I went for gals in Eng- 
land, France and Germany in the 
last war — but these 
Japanese 


gals have something no o t h e r 
gals have. They're more feminine. 
They put themselves out more to 
please you. 


"But if I, married her and took 


her back to 
the 
states 
she'd 


probably get like all the others- 
lazy, and wanting a man 
to buy 


her everything in sight." 


Most Japanese naturally resent 


these unions, legal or illicit, be- 
tween their women and 
foreign 


soldiers. And the hundreds of na- 
tive sweethearts who have been 
deserted and left behind by Amer- 
ican solliers returning home get 
a cold shoulder from 
their own 


people. So do their fatherless chil- 
dren. 


At a dinner party in Tokyo, how- 


ever, I heard an 
elderly 
Japa- 


nese man praise these liaisons as 
a beneficial thing —by and large. 


"I have lived long enough to 


know there will 
never be 
true 


peace in the world until all the 
races are mingled," he said.

AMENDMENT NO. 43 
Proposed by Petition of the People 
POPULAR NAME OF 
AMENDMENT 
"MUNICIPAL HOME RULE 
AMENDMENT" 
BALLOT TITLE 
"A PROPOSED CONSTITUTION- 
AL AMENDMENT AUTHORIZ- 
ING CITIES AND TOWNS IN 
THE STATE OF ARKANSAS TO 


The commissioners shall publish 
not less than 30 days before any 
such election the proposed charter 
and any separate parts and alt- 
tentative prpvisions thereof. With- 
in 30 days after its approval, elec- 
tion commissioners shall certify a 
copy of the charter to the Secre 
tary of State. 


SECTION 3. The 
expenses o 
the • elections provided by this 
amendment shall be borne by the 
municipality concerned. 
SECTION 4. Amendments to any 
such charter may be proposed by 
a two-thirds vote of the govern- 
ing body of the municipality or by 
petition of ten per cent of the qual- 
ified electors of the municipality. 
Such amendment shall 
be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of 
the municipality at a regular or 
special election as in the case of 
the submission of the question of 
choosing a charter 
commission. 
The proposed amendment shall be 
published at least one time in some 
newspaper of general circulation 
throughout the municipality. Any 
such amendment approved by a 
majority of the 
electors voting 
thereon shall become a part of the 
charter at the time fixed in the 
amendment, and shall be certified 
to the Secretary of State. 
Each amendment' submitted shall 
be confined to one subject, and 
when more than one amendment 
shall be submitted at the same 
time, they shall be so submitted 
as to enable the voters to vote on 
each amendment separately. 
By amendment to the charter, a 
date may be fixed for the expira- 
tion of a charter, and on the date 
'specified the municipality sihall 
cease to operate under this Con- 
stitutional Amendment. 
SECTION 5. The governing body 
of each 
municipality 
operating 
under Municipal Home Rule shall 
prepare, approve and publish not 
less than 60 days in advance of 
the annual municipal general elec- 
tion a proposed budget of opera-

called and held within the time 
aforesaid. 
The ballot containing 
such question shall also contain 
(he names of candidates for the 
proposed commission; said candi- 
dates shall be nominated by peti- 
tions signed by not less than ten 
per cent of the qualified electors 
voting at the last municipal general 
election and filed with the election 
commissioners at least 30 days be- 
fore such election. 
If a majority of the electors vot- 
ing on the question of choosing a

of votes shall constitute the charter 
commission, and shall proceed to 
frame a charter. 
The governing body of the mu- 
nicipality shall, if so requested by

The pro- 
posed taxes shall be approved or 
disapproved in their entirety. 
In the event a majority of said 
qualified electors voting in said 
election shall disapprove the pro- 
posed tax or taxes, then the tax 
or taxes shall be collected at the 
last rate legally levied.

which ordinance shall state the 
sum total of the issue, the dates of 
maturity thereof and shall fix the 
date of election so that it shall not 
occur earlier than 30 days after 
the passage of said ordinance. Said 
election shall be held and con- 
ducted and the vote thereof can- 
vassed, and the result thereof de- 
clared under the law and in the 
manner now or hereafter provided 
for municipal elections, so-far as 
the same may be applicable, ex-» 
cept as herein otherwise provided. 
Notice of said election shall .be 
given by the governing body by ad- 
vertisement weekly for at least 
four times in some newspaper pub- 
lished in said municipality and hav- 
ing a bona fide circulation therein;
